ference of the Conservative Rabbinical 
Assembly. now being held in New York. 
The former body is the lafges organisa- 
tion of Reform rabbis in America; the 
latter is a moderate association. 


The Conservative conference opened 


with a dinner in celebration of the 70th 
birthday of Rabbi Mordecai Kaplan. 
Rabbi Max Davison, the President, 
sharply attacked the rehgious 
in Israel, declaring “no Israeli 
cnizen can choose his religious prefer- 
ence without interference.” 

Conservative Jewry in America, he went 
on, “ musi create a new Zionist party 
dedicated to restoring and reviving 
religion for rn Jews in the Holy 
Land.” 

Criticism of Israel was expressed also 
at the Reform conference.

35 PARTIES TO CONTEST 
KNESSET ELECTIONS

Thirty-five parties have now notified 
the authorities of their intention to con- 
tegt the forthcoming Knesset elections, it 
is announced here. 

All efforts to reconstitute the Religious 
Bloc have failed. The latest attempt was 
made by Chief Rabbi Herzog at a meeting 
at his home on Tuesday night with repre- 
sentatives of the parties concerned. The 
talks continued until the early hours of 
the morning, but the deadlock could not 
be broken. 

Hapoel Hamizrachi and the Mizrachi 

Organisation have already announced that 
they will contest the elections indepen- 
dently, and several other religious groups, 
including the Agudists, are also likely to 
submit separate lists. 
_ Differences within the Mizrachi Party 
itself are being disc at a national 
conference in Tel Aviv, There was much 
speculation over the absence of Rabbi 
Maimon, which it is believed was due to 
the lack of support he has received 
recently from party members. 

Wizo members have also been in con- 


yference here, and the organisation 


decided not to submit a separate list for 
the elections. 


BEN-GURION CRITICISED 


The major issues before the con- 
vention were the future of the World 
Zionist Movement, its relationship 
with the State of Israel. and the status 
of the Z.0.A. 

At the opening session both Mr. Benja- 
min Browdy, President of the Z.0.A.. 
and Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver. a former 
President, accused Mr. Ben-Gurion of 
attempting to weaken the World Zionist 
Movemem and of trying to minimise its 
influence. In what was generally con- 
sidered to be a direct reply to the Israeli 
Premier's statement, made at the conclu- 
sion of his tour of the United States—

The Liibeck branch of Remer’s neo- 
Nazi Socialist Reich Party recently 
asked the local authorities for permis- 
sion to play the Badenweiler March, 
Hitler's favourite tune, at its party 
rallies, 

In reply, the Liibeck authorities 
pointed out that a Nazi law, which has 
never been abrogated, permits the 
playing of the March “ only when the 
Chancellor, Adolf Hitler, is present.” 


he was alleged by Mr. Browdy to have 
said that the Zionists’ must not seck a 
privileged status, although this has since 
been denied by Mr. Ben-Gurion—«he 
Z.O.A, leaders told the 1,500 delegates 
that the Zionist Movement musi insist 
on having a special status. 

Mr. Browdy, who was re-elected Presi- 
dent, issued a warning that world Jewry’'s 
programme to aid Israc! would be 
jeopardised without active Zionist leader- 
ship, especially in the U.S.A... where. he 
clamed, the Z.O.A. was the only 
dependable instrument for giving con- 
tinued material and political support to 
israel. He urged Zionists everywhere to 
reject Mr. Ben-Gurion’s views, which. he 
said, were calculated to lead to ithe 
eclipse of the Zionist .movement. 

Mr. Browdy’s contemion was sup- 
ported by Rabbi Silver, who maintained 
that only a strong: Zionist Movement 
could give Israel the strength .and sup-

New Formula for 
Readmission 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The President of the Board of 
Deputies, the Rev. Dr. A. COHEN, 
announced at the Board’s meeting at 
Woburn House, London, on Sunday, 
that a new formula for an agreement 
with the Liberal Synagogues had been 
drawn up by a member of the Board 
and had received the approval of the 
Chief Rabbi. 

Dr. Cohen also made a statement on 
the resignation of a member of the 
Trades Advisory Counci! Inquiry Com- 
mittee (Mr. Arnold Levy) 

Dr. Cohen, moving the adoption of 
the report of the Executive Commiticc, 
said ther had been an important 
development in the matter relating to the 
Liberal Synagogues. A new ftormula 
had been drafted on ms own jnitiative 
by Mr. Albert Segal. and with his (D: 
Cohen s) knowledge he had submitied: it 
to the Chief Rabbi. On learning that 
Mr. Segal had the Chief Rabbi's appro- 
val he (Dr. Cohen) placed the formula 
before the ExeCutive Commutee, who 
unanimously agreed that it should be 
communicated to the representatives of 
the Liberal Synagogues. 


Better Chances for Agreement 


Col. Gluckstein, added the President, 
was at present away from London, and 
it would be improper to. disclose the 
terms until he had had an opportunity to 
study them. Jhe chances of agreement 
were now more hopeful. The Board and 
Anglo-Jewry, said Dr. Cohen, were 
indebted to Mr. Segal. 

The President added that at the last 
meeting of the Board a formula had been 
submitted, upon which he had made a 
statement and then adjourned discus- 
sion.. In view of the new situation it 
would, he thought, be wise to adjourn 
discussion once more. 

Referring to the Trades Advisory 
Counci! Commntice of Inquiry, the Presi- 
dent said that Deputies might have read

PERSIAN JEWRY UNAFFECTED BY OIL DISPUTE

PARIS 

The. oil crisis in Persia, with iis atien- 
dant political upheavals, has in no way 
disturbed the customary serenity of the 
local community of 65,000 Jews, I was 
informed this week by M. André Cuenca, 
Director of the Alliance Israé!:te Univer. 
selle in Persia, who has been recalled 
here for routine consultations. 

There is absolutely no reason to fear 
anti-Jewish outbreaks in Persia on the 
iraqi model, declared M. Cuenca, adding 
vhat the Persians are much more humane 
than their neighbours, As for Persian 
Jewry, they are profoundly Persian in 
their atttude to the oil conflict and to 

litical affairs in general. “It must be 

ne in mind,” he said, “ that the local 
Jewish community is very ancient. The 
Jews have aeopee the Persian tongue 
and customs, but have retained their 
Jewish identity by strictly shunning con- 
version and intermarriage. 

Since the creation of the State of 
he added, nearly 20,000 Persian 
Jews have settled there. No obsiacles 


are being placed in the way of intending 
emigrants by the Persian authorities, 
who, under the 30-year-old Pahlavi 
dynasty, have consisiently treated Jewish 
and other minorities with the utmost 
consideration. Enjoying full freedom 
within the limits set by the Constitution, 
the Jews have one representative in 
Parliament. In marriage, divorce, heredi- 
tary rights, kashrut, and other matters 
of communal interest, Persian Jewry is 
governed by the Mosaic laws dispensed 
by rabbis, who hold legal status. 


CIVIC VISITORS FROM 
JERUSALEM

The Aliance Israélite Universelle now 
has 22 schools in Persia, including two 
secondary schools, which are attended by 
8,000 pupils—that is, all Jewish children 
of school age in the country. To cope 
with the appalling poverty in the ghettoes 
of Teheran and other Persian cities, 
where, according to M. Cuenca, condi- 
tions are even worse than in the mellahs 
of Morocco, the Alliance, with the 
financial support of the “ Joint,” pro- 
vides free clothes and free meals for its 
needy scholars. 

Although there is a large number of 
Jewish doctors in Persia, and althou 
several hundred Jews hold posis in | 
Abadan oilfields. thanks (o their know- 
ledge of English acquired through the 
assistance of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion, Persian Jewry, as a whole, occupies 
a very inferior position in the administra- 
tive, economic, and intellectual life of the 

Alliance, said M. Cuenca, 
the community to advance 
culturally several centuries in the 
50 years, but the twentieth century has 
not yet been reached. 


But the Government permits the 
deportees to tak¢ with them Aheir per- 
sonal belongings and of their 
furniture. 

Among prominent Jews deported from 
Budapest were Baron Pau! Kornfeld. a 
former banker, and Professor Joseph 
Frigyese, a ‘leading Jewish evnecologist 
and a lecturer at the Budapest University. 


Mr. Julius Kalmar, a leading Jewish 


publicist, is among many Jewish writers 
and artists who also been evicted 
from their homes. 


RUSH TO EMIGRATE 


The expu'sion orders, tt 45 emphasised 
by Jewish leaders here, are not actuated 
by racial or religious reasons, as a large 
number of former members of the Hun- 
gatian aristocracy and retired civil 
servanis and officers have also been sub- 
jected to the same treatment. But jhe 
proportion of Jews involved is. very high. 
because the Governmem eviction orders 
are directed primarily against - former 
industrialists and middle-class business 
men—two ¢gfovups. m whch Jews 
predominated 

Nearly all Jewish industrialists in Buda- 
pest—they were deprived of their factones 
a few ‘years ago—have also been com- 
pelled to give up their ‘homes. = In 
Debrecen, about 115 miles from Buda- 
pest, over 100 Jewish business men have 
also been evicted, and the process ts 
continuing, involving an ever-increasing 
number of Jews. Retired Jewish officers 
and civil servants have also been affected 
by the order 

Twenty-four hours’ notice is given of 
evictions. In some cases the Government 
has provided alternative accommodation 
in the new places of residence: but this 
is usually inadequate, and whole families 
are often put into a single room 

In Budapest, the deportations have 
caused the utmost anxicty. and many 
Jewish families who had intended to 
remain in Hungary are now besieging the 
Government offices for emigration per- 
mits and the Israeli Legation for visas.

in THe Jewtsu CHronicie the announce- 
ment of the resignation of Mr. Arnold 
Levy from the committee. In the 
announcemcal (Wo reasons were assigned 
for the step Mr. Levy took. In 
examining the two reasons he (the Presi- 
dem) would point out that there were 
imaccul acies. 

The first reason, said Dr. Cohen. 
alleged that the committee was making 
a mountain out of a comparatively minor 
matter, and the minor matter was defined 
as the dismissal of an employee. This 
matter defined by Mr. Levy as “ minor ” 
related not to the dismissal of an 
employee but to the events which led to 
the pererae of the National Chairman 
of the TAC. It was the resignation of 
Mr. Nathan and the circumstances which 
attended it that led to the evenis which 
resulted in the appointment of the Com- 
mitiee Of Inquiry. The members of the 
commntce, apart from Mr. Levy, were 
convinced that the community would 
want to know what was the result of the 
imvestigations into that matter. 


T.A.C, Finances 
The second reason, as primed in THe 


JewtsH CHronicie, said Dr. Cohen. was 
that the commitice refused even to look 
into the most important side, the finan- 
cial aspect. involving an expenditure of 
some £14.000 per annum and a salary list 
of £6,000. The ordinary reader would 
deduce from such a statement that the 
commitce ruled out financial matters 
connecied with the T.A.C. The truth, 
as revealed by the records, was that 
every Wilness was questioned on financial 
matters, and the last meeting attended by 
Mr. Levy was confined to the considera- 
tion of the financial aspect of the T.A.C. 

The truth was, said the President, that 
at the very first meeting, when the com- 
mittee was discussing procedure and 
before any evidence had been given, Mr. 
Levy put forward a demand thai an 
independem firm of accountants should 
be engaged to make a minute scrutiny of 
every tiem of expenditure in the T.A.C. 
over a period of five years. Afterwards 
Mr. Levy was prepared to concede three 
years. 

kt was made clear by other members 
of the committee. added Dr. Cohen, that 
they did not rule out the possibility of 
calling in an_ independent firm of 
accountants, bul their view was that the 
committee should wait until they had 
some evidence, so that they could instruct 
the accountams to investigate particular 
items. ‘ 

Nobody had.so far, said the Presi- 
dent, cdme forward to make any allega- 
tions of financial irregularities within the 
TAC. Furthermore, from the evidence 
the committee had heard so far, and 
they had heard a great deal, nothing had 
been produced which would lead them 
to suspect any irregularities. If, however, 
such evidence did come to the notice of 
the committee, he could give ihe assur- 
ance that they would be determined to 
probe the matter to the very roots. 

When Mr. Levy left the last meeting 
of the Board he attended he gave no 
indication that he was resigning, sard Dr, 
Cohen. The first intimation reached him 
in a letter. He had written to Mr. Levy 
appealing to him to attend the next mect- 
ing of the committee because he (the 
Presidem) was going to put forward a 
suggestion which mighi, perhaps, ‘satisfy 
him: but Mr. Levy replied that his deci- 
ston was final. 


Three-Member Committee 


The commivice, said the President, had 
already held 11 mectings. They had 
taken a large body of evidence, and had 
already cxamined every major witness 
but one. To appoim somebody to replace 
Mr. Levy would have meant to start 
de nove. The coimmitice rejected that 
idea and considered it their duty to pro- 
ceed with the three members left. 

Mr. Arnotp Levy (West Hartlepool), 
after reading the fuli text of the letter 
referred to, pointed out that the request 
for an investigation by an independent 
firm of accountants implied no reflection 
at all on the firm at present auditing the 
T.AC. books, 

After a discussion, in which Messrs. 
F. Lanpau (United Synagogue), S. S. 
Levin (United Synagogue), Col. G. 
Bean (Ajex), Messrs. Joun Diont 
(Old. Boys’ Association),* H. 5S. 
(United Jewish Friendly 
Society), and S W. (Vine 
Court) took part, the President said that 

had been given power to sel up a 
committee of inquiry and the Board did 
not determine the number of the person- 
nel. He extended an open invitation to 
Mr. Levy to attend the next meeting of

_ At this point there were calls from the 
hall for Mr. Levy to reply to the Presi- 
dent's invitation. Mr, Levy repeated his 
for an independent firm of 
accountants. He added that he would 
accept the President's inviiauon, 


The President said that Levy had 


not withdrawn his resignation. If he 
persisted in it, he (the President) would 
. the inquiry until the next meet- 
ing of the Board. 

_ The Presidem asked the Board to form 
wself into a special meeting to adopt the 
amendments to the Constitution made 
necessary by the agreement with the 
Spanish and Poriuguese Synagogue 

: amendmenis [the substance of 
which was adopied at the lax meeting of 
the Board, as reported in Tue Jewrsn 
CHRONICLE] were moved by Mr. Reusen 
LIEBERMAN (Brighton) as part of the Law.

Committce’s report. The amendments 
and report were adopted.

FUTURE OF JEWISH 
CHARITIES 


Mr. Justice Karminski’s 
Views 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The urgent need for the continu- 
ance of Jewish charitable work in 
Britain for a long time to come was 
stressed by Mr. Justice Karminski., 
President of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians, when he spoke on “ The 
Future of Jewish Charitable Work.” 
at a meeting of the B'nai Brrith First 
Lodge of England, at 33, Seymour 
Place, London, on Thursday of last 
week. Bro. H, Baron, the President 
of the Lodge, presided. 

Mr. Justice Karminski pointed out 
that although the State was taking ove; 
more and more duties which formerly 
fell to voluntary charitable organisations. 
there was still a large field of activity 
for which the State could not be respon- 
sibie. That applied particularly to old 
peop'e who were not wholly incapaci- 
tated but who were unable to live by 
themselves; youth clubs who required 
the leadership and inspiration provided 
by private effort; and people who were 
on the border lihe of being certified of 
unsound mind and who might be saved 
il they were sem to a proper home 

The State and the local authorities 
knew the limitations of their work. and 
were very sympathetic towards the efforis 
of the voluntary charitable organisations. 
which they were prepared to he'p with 
subventions. 


British Government's Record 


Referring to Jewish charitable work. 
he said that in regard to helping Jewish 
refugees abroad it was unfair to expect 
much help from the British Governments 
although ius record was one which 
deserved the warmest praise. The Jewish 
community itself must undertake the duty 
of he-ping their brethren overseas 

The burden of charitable work in this 
country was well. worth shouldcring. he 
continued. - If elderly. Jewish peop'e 
were put in non-Jewish surroundings they 
were likely to be very miserable, although 
they were weil looked after. S-milar'y 
if Jewish children were placed in non- 
Jewish homes they could be very happy. 
but the result would be that they ceased 
to be Jews There was also a wide fieid 
of we'fare work in which the best results 
were oObtarned if Jewish peope were 
advised and helped by other Jews 

The future of charitab'e organisa- 
tions in the Anglo-Jewish community "is 
a very Jive and real one.” said 
Justice Karmimskt. He appealed to the 
community to support those who were 
carrying out that essential human work

SERMON FOR FE WEEK 


RELIGIOUS LEADERSHIP 


E read in our portion of the 

Law this week of the danger 

which surrounds _ religious 
leadership. We are told that we are 
a Kingdom of Priests and that the 
prophetic pees is not the prerogative 
of a clerical caste but is potentially in 
every human being. “ Would that all 
the Lord’s people were prephets, that 
the Lord would put his spirit upon 
them!” (Num., xi, 29) is Moses’s 
answer, when told that “Eldad and 
Medad are prophesying in the camp.” 
But we have also to think of the 
limits of individual enthusiasm and 
ecstasy ; they may be well intended 
and rooted in picty : nevertheless they 
can bring confusion into religious life. 
Our portion of the Law deals also 
with the wrong attitude of Miriam 
towards the religious leadership of 


Moses. “Hath the _Lord indeed 
spoken only with Moses?” she asks 
in her grudging jealousy. (Num.. 


xt, 2.) The answer is given to her by 
God: “If there be a prophet among 
you, I the Lord do make Myself 
known unto him in a. vision, | do 
speak with him in a dream. My ser- 
vant Moses is not so; he is trusted in 
all My house; with him do f speak 
mouth to mouth, even manifestly, and 
not in dark speeches : and the simili- 
tude of the Lord doth he behold.” 
(Num., 6 ahd 7.) 


"THE Jewish sermon reminds the con- 

gregation of the fact that we are. 
or must be, a Kingdom of Priests. The 
Jewish minister does not say to an 
individual member of his congregation 
who expresses some personal opinion 
“/ am your priest.” On the contrary 
he admonishes every congregant with 
the words: “ You are a priest.” 

But when everyone in the congrega- 
tion is a priest, how can the authority 
of the minister as a religious leader be 
sateguarded against self-willed indi 
vidualism on the part of the congrega- 
tion? The answer is found when we 
remember that the minister is also a 
falmid-chacham, a learned man, a 
scholar. That is the basis of his 
authority, 

Ihe authority of the Jewish reli- 
gious leader, though firmly established 
in’ the fact that he ts a scholar, 
remains wunenforced authority. The 
ministers authorily is not guaranteed 
by a spiritual servility in. which Jews 
are asked to sacrifice their intellectual 
freedom ; it ts made possible by. the 
friends who surround the munister. 
assist him and make hrs leadership the 
gentle rule of a friend over friends. 

S old as the word “rabbi” ts the 

word chaver. The chaverim “ asso- 
ciate themselves with the scholars of 
the Torah and are busy m good 
deeds.” (Pesik. r. i, 18b.) It would 
be wrong to transtate chaver as 
“disciple.” Ver. scnek. iu, 47b.) The 
disciple has only spiritual things in 
common with his. master: but the 


chaver is the man who, together with 
his wife and children, lives his life 
closely connected with the rabbi and 
his family. It is the whole life, week- 
days, Sabbaths, and festivals, days of 
sorrow and days of joy, in which rabbi 
and chaver are together. 

Everyone in a Jewish congregation, 
is, can be, and must be a priest; but 
only the minister is a full-time priest. 
He has the privilege of studying, from 
early morning till late night, the holy 
Scriptures. The members of the con- 
gregation are in business, have a pro- 
fession or a trade; they must try to 
Spare as much time as possible for 
Jewish work. Jewish work, the 
maassim tovim, consists of three 
things : charity, worshjp, and the study 
of the Scriptures. In worship and 
charity a man can do’ evérything that 
is immcumbent on him, though he 
remain a part-time worker in Jewish 
work. But in the study of the Scrip- 
tures it makes all the difference whether 
one is a part-time worker or a full- 
time worker. The minister who studies 
the Scriptures and expounds them to 
congregation from the days of his 
youth until old age, is engaged im a 
holy mission. Where the congrega- 
tion is aware of this holiness, spiritual 
leadership is possible. 


HISTORICAL SOCIETY'S 
NEW PRESIDENT 


Mr. B. B. Benas, J.P., Elected

Rabbi Eugene Newman (minister of 
the Portsmouth Hebrew Congregation) 
gave an address on the Portsmouth Ci- 
cumeijonal Register (1762-1807). com- 
mied by the famous Mohei of Poris- 
mouth, Rab Leib “ Aleph (1723-1814), 

The Register was an important his- 
‘orital record for many reasons, said 
Rabbi Newman. It was a register of 
Jewish boys in Portsmouth for a-period 
of 45 vears: 1 threw heht on the con- 
gregational and social iife of 
mouth Jewry in about the middie of the 
eighteenth century : and it described clearly 
the cause of the ereat. split in 1766 in 
the Portsmouth community, which was 
in a sense responsible for the creation 
of the Chief Rabbinate of this country. 
Rab Leib “ Aleph “ was born in Germany 
in 1723. came to Portsmouth in 1762, 
and practiced as a Mohel for 45 years 

Through his daughter, Hannah, who 
married Michaec! he became 
ore of the .ancestors of the branch of 
the Emanuel family, which gave wardens 
and mayors of Southampton and Ports- 
mouth,

FUTURE OF ZIONIST

Dr. Nahum Goldmann’s 
Views

Mr. Ben-Gurion’s visit to the United 
States, the Zionist Organisation 
America, and some of the problems 
which the 23rd Zionist Congress in 
Jerusalem would have to tackle, were 
among the subjects dealt with by Dr.

Agency, soon after his arrival in this 
country. Dr. Goldmann was speak- 
ing at a press conference, held at 77, 
Great Russell Street, London, W.C.., 
on Monday. 

Dr. S. Levenberg, who presided, sax 
that Dr. Goldmann had come here for 
consultations with Zionist leaders. He 
would be attending the conference of the 
General Zionists, which would be held 
this week-end, and then go to 
Israel. 

Dr. Goldmann said that the United 
Jewish Appeal in America was domg 
better than it had done lax year. The 
Bond Issue had reached = aboot 
$60,000,000. A commitice had been set 
up to co-ordinate the activities of both 
campaigns. 

In a reference. to Mr. Ben-Gurion’s 
vist to America, Dr. Goldmann said that 
a part of the Premier's speeches had lent 
to misunderstanding. Mr. Ben- 
Gurion, he said, had never said a word 
about being against the graming of a 
satus to the Zionist Organisation. On 
the comrary, he had concurred that there 
was agreemem between all Zionist parties 
about the granting of such a status. 

Dealing with the interna) Zionist life 
in the United States, Dr. Goldmann des. 
cribed as “ nonsense” rumours that the 
Z.0.A. would not go to the *Congress. 
The Z.0.A., he said, would participaic 
even if the General Zionists boycotted iu, 

He went on to speak of some probiems 
wth which the 23rd Zionim Congress 
would have to deal: division of funcuons 
between the Government and = the 
Agency: the internal reorganisation of 
the Zionist Movement; terrmornal 
and the possion of parties outside Israel.

Dr. Nahum Goldmann’s 
Views

Dr. Goldmann said that the United 
Jewish Appeal in America was doing 
better than it had done las year. The 
Bond Issuc had reached about 
$60,000,000. A commitice had been set 
up to co-ordinate the activities of both 
campaigns. 

In a reference to Mr. Ben-Gurion’s 
visk tO America, Dr. Goldmann said that 
a part of the Premier's speeches had lent 
uself to misunderstanding. Mr. Ben- 
Gurion, he said, had never said a word 
about being against the gramting of a 
satus to the Zionist Organisation. On 
the comrary, be had concurred that there 
was agreemem between all Zionist parties 
about the granting of such a status. 

Dealing with the interna) Zionist life 
in the United States, Dr. Goldmann des. 
cribed as “ nonsense ” rumours that the 
Z0O.A. would not go to the*Congress. 
The Z.0.A., he said, would participatc 
even wf the General Zionists boycotted x,

would have to deal: division of funcuons 
between the Government and the 
Agency: the internal reorgamsation of 
the Zionist Movement; terrtoral unis;

LIMITATIONS 


Viscount Samuel’s Address 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


An address on “ The Limitations of 
Political Science,’ which he had 
previously delivered in Israel at the 
mauguration of the Herbert Samuel 
Chair of Political Science, was given 
by Viscount Samuel to the Friends of 
the Hebrew University, in the Willham 
Beveridge Hall, Senate House, Malet 


Street, W.C.. on Thursday of last 
weck. Professor Norman Bentwich, 
B.E.. presided. 

The Friends in Britain endowed 


the Chair last year in Viscoum Samuel's 
name in honour of his 80th birthday. 
The address was reported bricfly in our 
issue of April 6. 

Viscount Samue!, who is Hon. Presi- 


dent of the Friends, said that having 
been engaged in practical politics all 
his life. uw had always seemed to him 
that politics was less a science than an 
ari-- was aso a branch of apphed 
philosophy. Politics was lacking in the 
exactiude which they associated with 
the natura! sciences. But the art of 
politics dd necd a scientific super- 
structure 


Price of Tyranny 


lt was important, he continued, that 
they shou'd learn clearly to distinguish, 
for example, beiween various forms of 
government, so that they might be able 
to choose the one that was best in par- 
ticular circumstances. Experience had 
to teach men yet again the anciem lesson 
of history that the price of tyranny, 
whether of Emperor or dictator, sooner 
or later was oppression and injustice, 
war abroad and revolution ai home. 

Poltiics was nol matter simply of the 
relations between the State, includin 
local authorities, on the one hand an 
the individual on the other. In between 
were two other. entities of great impor- 
tance. One was the family, which 
as an institution, could be of the highest 
value to the society, in relation to: the 
training of children, health, education, 
and morais, as well as economics | 
second factor was the voluntary organi- 


sation, which was an important, indeed 
an indispensable element. in what was 
called the “ British way of life.’ In 


addition, there were the great churches, 
the political parity organisations, and 
the co-operative socictics, which were 
highly developed in many countries, 
including Britain and Israel. 


Wars of Ideas 


Nor could the pohtical scsentist fail 
to take into account the characteristics 
of the, individual himself. But if political 
science found itself reaching out into 
psychology, on the other hand u could 
not isolate itself from ethics and philo- 
sophy in general, They had im their 
generation watched, twice over, the 


_ armies, navies, and air forces of agegres- 


sor States secking to extend their might 
over the contments. Launching and 
sustaining them had been the militarists, 
the dictators. But behind them had been 
the philosophers : Hegel, Fichte, 
Treitschke, Nictzsche, Spengler, Sore! ; 


OF POLITICS 


Marx and Engels, also. Those world 
wars had been wars of ideas. It was 
armed doctrines that had clashed. He 
illustrated this thesis with examples, 
showing how the metaphysical doctrines 
of Hegel, Nietzsche, Spengler, and others 
had been adomed in fascist Italy and 
Nazi Germaty. 

Viscount Samuel went on to deal with 
some of the philosophics of history: for 
example, whether history progressed 
evenly or in zig-zags, and whether there 
was a force of destiny comrolling all 
things or whether they were governed by 
chance. lt was merely mythical to sup- 
pose, he said, that a State was an entity 
m its own right, living and working by 
virtue of some force resident in itself, 
A State consisied of nothing bui indi- 
vidual human beings, who had organised 
and arranged themselves in order to 
forward certain purposes which they 
thought were to their common advantage. 
To try to find a single principle or policy 
which would guide them unerrinely 
through that vast complexity that they 
called the world, or society, or civilisa- 
non, would be quite futile. 


Ethics and Moral Law | 


Perhaps it might be well to start afresh, 
basing politics fairly and squarely upon 
ethics. And if tt was asked what ethics 
was to be based upon, the answer might 
be that the firmest foundation was the 
experience of mankind; the experience of 
ordinary people; of all races, in all 
countries, through all the ages. Out of 
that experience had evolved the Moral 
Law, requiring seif~<hscipline, truthful- 
ness, honesty, respect for neighbours’ 
rights—-in fact. what they regarded as 
the fundamental virtues. That Moral 
Law. in various codes and shapes, was 
formulated, inculcated, ordained, by the 
great religions. 
precisely because propagated the 
Mora! Law; their greatness being in 
proportion to the power and the passion, 
the courage and the energy wih which 
they had launched thew missions and 
now pursued them. 

Since the State was nothing else than 
a grouping of the citizens ut could have 
no other morality than the crizens had. 
The Moral Law of the individuals 
became the Moral Law of the State. li 
was summed up in the maxim that it is 
righteousness that exaketh a nation. Let 
that principle of the old Israel permeate 
the people of the new and inspire their 
policy, then Israel, though small, might 
yet be great-—yes! and among the 
greatest.

INTERFERENCE WITH 
SUEZ SHIPPING 


Mr. Eden’s Suggestion | 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


In the House of Commons on Tues- 
day. Mr. Antuwony Epen, the Deputy 
Leader of the Opposition, urged the 
Government to send a British oi! tanker 
through. the Suez Cana! under escort, 

Mr. Eden referred to the Suez iswie 
after Mr. Hersert Morrison, § the 
Foreign Secreiary, had made a siatement 
on the latest developments in the Persian 
oil dispute. He (Mr. Eden) said Abadan 
and Haifa, the two largest British-owned 
refincries in the world, were not being 
operated at full capacity, and asked the 
Foreign Secretary whether he thought 
that the time had come for steps to be 
taken to ensure that British tankers coud 
eo to Haifa, so that Britain and Allied 
countries could have the refined products 
to which they were entitled under inter- 
national law. 

Mr. Morrison said that he did not 
disagree with what Mr, Eden had said, 
and gave an assurance that every oppor- 
would be taken to bring per- 
suasion or pressure to bear on the Egyp- 
tian Governmem to solve the probiem 
of the transport of tankers for use at 
Haifa. 


Britain's Rights 
While accepting that assurance, Mr, 
Eden asked the Foreign Secretary to bear 


in mind that persuasion had been going 
on about the Canal for something ike 


two years. “In that respect,” he said, 
“we are absoluicly within our imer- 
national rights, and, if the Egyptian 


Governmem are not willing to accord us 
those rights, there are measures that he 
in our power to take with our Allies 
to ensure the observation of our rights.” 

When Mr. Morrison indicated that he 
was willing to consider any suggestions 
made, Mr. Eden said: “ May | ask him 
to consider the suggestion whether, if 
our international rights are still not met 
after these two years, i would not be 
worthy of consideration to send one of 
our tankers to the Suez Canal under, if 
possible. Allied, bui al any rate effective, 
escort ?

I SHOULD LIVE SO!

by the Hon. Edwin Samuel to a 
brand of “ Palestine English ” of 
which typical specimens were—as far 
as memory serves——“ My automobile 
is without benzine (petrol)”; “It is 
a house of beton (concrete)” ; “1 am 
waiting for my lift (packing-case con- 
taining furniture)” Freely acknow- 
ledging the inspiration derived from 
the “portmanteau” word coined by 
Mr. Samuel, the writer would like to 
introduce Yinglish—* Yiddish Eng- 
lish “—as the name of a variety of 
English spoken by some English Jews. 
Yinglish should not be confused 
with Inglitch, nor with Jinglish. 
Inglitch is the English spoken by those 
Jews who came to this country from 
the “haim™ and who have never 
managed to acquire “a _  propply 
Inglitch few monuments of the 
language exist here, but in the U.S.A. 
it has been richly documented by Mr. 
Leonard Q. Ross in “ The Education 
of Hyman Kaplan.” Yinglish is the 
English spoken by those children of 
Inglitch-speaking Jewry who have not 
succeeded in acquiring Standard Eng- 


Provive vc was the name given 


lish, although there is a fairly 
numerous first-generation group 
whose members are bilingual. in 
Standard English and  Yinglish. 


Jinglish is the language of the second, 
English-ben-English. generation, it 
differs from S.E. only in showing a 
few borrowings from Yiddish, ¢.z.. 
Pesachdik, chometsdik, yomtovdik 
goot Shabbos, and voch. So 
far the efforts of the third, as it were 
autochthonous, generation to have 
these expressions replaced by “ pure 
English” equivalents such as “ Pass- 
overt-like,” “ yeast-contacted,” “ fes- 
tive,” “good Sabbath,” and “ good 
week” respectively, have met with 
little or no success outside the limited 
circle of their proponents. 


“My 


Yinglish tends to be spoken more 
by women than by men. Iam unable 
to say why this is so, but it is a fact 
that such a characteristic Yinglish 
locution as “ My life! ” is to be heard 
more frequently from feminine than 
from. masculine lips. It would be 
interesting, by the way, to know the 
Origin of this wholly admirable 
exclamatory phrase, which, though 
impeccable English as far as mere 
word collocation goes, would never 
be used in S.E. in its English sense 
ot * May my life be forfeit if what 
I am saying is not true!” It seems 
obvious that it is an ad hoc transla- 
ion of the Yiddish ba man leiben, 
‘ch zoll azoi leiben. But what is the 
genesis of the Yiddish expression? I 
conjecture a Biblical or Talmudic 
source, but must leave it to scholars 
to confirm or reject my surmise. 

The Jewish solicitor (by the way, 
he was “first generation”), who 
declined to accept a fee from a poor 
chent on the grounds that: “ Your 
few shillings won't make me rich.” 
was speaking Yinglish. Here again 
every word Standard English, nothing 
wrong in the way the words are put 
together—it is just that it is an expres- 


sion which is not used in English. 
It is, of course, a direct translation—— 
known or unbeknown to the speaker 
~-from Yiddish. 

Yinglish is elliptical. Expressions 
such as: “All my good friends! © 
must be expanded in mental transla- 
tion according to the context of the 
conversation, ¢.g. “How did you 
enjoy yourself at the wedding ? "— 
(1 wish that) “all my good friends ” 
(should be enabled to enjoy them- 
selves as much as I did at the wed- 
ding). “ Please God by your Hetty! ” 
must be rendered in S.E. by: “ May 
it please God that you should live to 
celebrate the marriage of your Hetty 
(as I have lived to celebrate the 
marriage of my Becky).” 

The preposition “by” in Yinglish 
often has the force of the German 
bei, French chez, Where's 
Rosemary ? "—"“She’s by zeyda’— 
staying with her grandfather. Notice 
a rather fine Yinglish-Jinglish distinc- 
tion: Jinglish would have had: 
“She's at zeyda's"; here the con- 
struction is exactly as in S.E., the only 
difference is a lexical one, Yiddish 
zeyda for “ grandfather.” 


Complicated Relationships 


Mention of zeyda recalls a number 
of other, quite “secular.” Yiddish 
words, which are common to Yinglish ° 
and Jinglish, e.g. boobbe (grand- 
mother), mechutanim, which means 
not only parents-in-law, but also 
the-parents-of-my-daughter's-husband- 
or-son's-wife, a relationship for which 
no word exists in S.E. (mechutan/ 
machtenesste, father /mother-of-my 
son's-wife, daughter’s-husband, simi- 
larly lack equivalents in S.E_). 

Phonetically there is a marked dif- 
ference in timbre between Yinglish 
and S.E. This difference is hard to 
put into words, except in so far as 
it is painfully obvious that the voice 
of the Yinghsh-speaking housewife— 
as heard in Mrs. Poyser’s grocery 
shop, shall we say—is not ™“ soft, 
gentle, and low, an excellent thing in 
woman.” 

Yet however much Yinglish may 
offend the purist by its phonetical, and 
to a lesser extent by its lexical and 
syntactical, deviations from S.E., its 
sins may be more readily forgiven it, 
perhaps, than those of Bringlish, the 
English-cum-Hebrew linguistic horror 
which has been rapidly spreading in 
Anglo-Jewish circles. “ You're look- 
ing well”—“Don't give me an 
enhorra™ has at least the merit of 
being . “authentic”—even if the 
speaker does not know that enhorra 
is the Hebrew for “ evil eye,” he uses 
the expression spontaneously, as spon- 
taneously as the speaker of S.E. would 
say “touch wood” in a like context. 
It is doubtful whether as much can be 
said for the chaver who urges the 
hanhala to introduce more ivrit into 
the sichot arranged for the chugim. 
I am not so sure, even, that the homely 
Yinglish “Take a shtum powder, 
please ” is not to be preferred to the 
Bringlish “Sheket everybody beva- 
kasha.” My life!

ISRAEL THROUGH COMMUNIST EYES 
Radio and Press Attacks on Ben-Gurion

Both the United States and Israel 
are coming under very heavy fire from 
the Jewish press in the Iron Curtain 
countries, In accordance with direc- 
tives issued by the Communist Party 
the United States is being presented 
as a country where crime and vice 
are rampant, and the Americans— 
especially in connection with the 
Korean war--are invariably referred 
to as “cannibals.” Israel is portrayed 
as an “ Amer can colony,” a“ poverty- 
police State” full of disease, 
exploitation. and persecution— 
especially of the Arabs. 


“US. Military Base” 


Mr. Ben-Gurion’s recent visit to the 
United States has been given much 
prominence in the Jewish press and by 
the Bucharest and Warsaw radio stations. 
but only to show how “ Isracl’s grave- 
digger’ is sciling out to the American 
Magnates and turning Israel into “a 
military base for American aggression.” 
Another aim of Mr. Ben-Gurion’s visit. 
according to Jewish radw commentators 
in Bucharest. was to make the Israeli 
broadcasting service a branch of the 
“Voice of America,” and to inauguraic 
a ial propaganda campaign to attract 
to Isracl as many Jewish workers as pos- 
sible in order to provide “* cannon- 
fodder“ for the United States and 
recruits for the forces of the Auantic 
Pact countries 

The Fotxs-SZryMe, 
Jewish Communists in oland. was 
equally ouispoken. [t said that the 
purpose of Mr. Ben-Gurion’s visit was 
to make Israci the “ bastion of American 
imperialism in the Middle East.” “In 
New York.” the paper wrote, “ Ben- 
Gurion crawled on all fours to lick the 


organ of — the 


bloodsiained boots of the American 
imperialist enslavers.”’ 

iS propaganda is. of course, designed 
to discourage East European Jews who. 
despite all Communist cfforts, sill seek 
every possible means to emigrate to 
Isracl. But it was in connection with 
“ Children’s Week.” observed recently, 
that the Jewish Communist press in 
Poland launched its most vicious attack 
on Isracl. The plight of children in 
Isracl was presented as most shocking 
and tragic. An article in Fotxs-Sztyme, 
by A. Kwaterko, described how Jewish 
mothers in Isracl “ weep over the fate 
of their little ones who have to go short 
of bread, butter, meat, and other food, 
losing their strength and remaining 
physically underdeveloped.” Even more 
terrible, the writer said, was the fate of the 
children of new immigrants. They were 
left homeless, hungry. and. dirty, and 
received no education. They were brought 
up “im the streets.” 


Alleged Plight of Orphans 


In Tel Aviv alone, according to the 
article, 10,000 children were not receiving 
any education, and the position in other 
cities was little better. The fate of the 
orphans in Israc!l was unbelievably tragic. 
Kwaterko added. There were 
children’s homes, and in those that did 
exist the children wore rags, - were 
unwashed for wecks, and were compclied 
to sit in dark, cold rooms because 
there was no heating or light. And they 
received no medical attention. 

To support his description of Israel 
under the Ben-Gurion Government. the 
writer quoted extracts from Isracli papers. 
In conclusion, he said that in “ Marshal- 
Isracl"’ no one could ‘expect the 
children to be treated better than in other 
capitalist countries, and he compared 
their fate with the “ joy and happiness ” 
of Jewish children liberated by the 
Soviet Army in Poland.

Turkey and Greece

therefore in the Atlantic Pact. Israel's 
poskion would be cased if the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation were 
extended castwards, but this now seems 
unlikely. 

In this country Mr. Somerset de Chair 
and others are continuing Uheir campaign 
in favour of a Midde Eastern pact, 
including Israel as well as Jordan. This 
idea has no support from official Israel;

JEWISH LIFE IN 
GERMANY 


By Professor NORMAN BENTWICH 


_ The numbers of the Jewish remnant 
in Germany are steadily diminishing. 
They are now estimated at 30.000. of 
whom nearly a third are in the four 
sectors of Berlin. In the British Zone 
there is nearly another third. They 
are distributed in many communities. 
but most are tiny. The three larger 
congregations are Hamburg, Cologne, 
and Disseldorf. 


The greatest. decrease in recent years 
has been in the number of displaced 
persons who were formerly in the Gamps 
admunistcered by the International Refugce 
Organisation. Two years ago the Belsen 
camp. formerly the ‘argest Jewish centre 
in ail Germany, was vacated, when the 
number of ns Jewish inmates fell to a 
thousand. Far the greatest part of the 
former inmates are now in Israel; others 
are m the United States A ™ hard 
core ’ of some 700, however. remains in 
the British Zone. These refugees were 
transferred to one of the best camps of 
the 1.8.0. at Jever, near Wilhelmshaven. 
This camp. is .still maintained by the 
1LR.O., but it has to be given up in 
August, and of the 680 present 
inhabitants the greater part, it is hoped, 
will by then emigrate to the U.S.A. and 
Israc! sick and infirm will be 
moved into the American Zone. 


Few Young People 


The material conditions of the Jewish 
Gemeinden are good enough. What is 
lacking is hope and young life. A typical 
example ts the community at Hamburg, 
which numbers some 1,200 souls. There 
are few children of school age: the 
families with children. or the children 
without familes, have almost all 
departed. The average age of those who 
remain is about A considerable 
number live in large houses, which 
belong to the community. and are old 
Sriftungen. 

The synagogue in use at Hamburg, 
which holds some 200 people, is in a 
Stiftung founded by the Oppenheim 
family. What was the imposing Reform 
Temp'e still stands. but it is now the 
cemire of the North-West German Radio. 
The offices of the community employ 
some 20 officials. who are largely con- 
cerned with inquiries from abroad. Ser- 
vices are- held on the Sabbath, and there 
is a chazan, bui no rabbi or shochet 
When those who are in the D.P. camp 
emigratc, there will be no shochet any- 
where mm the Zone A blind Jewish 
scholar teaches the few children, and is 
a spiritual leader of the remnant 


Restitution Problem 


A main concern of the Jewish com. 
munities everywhere jn Germany to-day 
is the process of restriution of property 
of which the. Jews were deprived during 
the Hitler régime This problem has 
brought to the country representatives 
and lawyers of large Jewish organisa- 
tions, the United Restitution Office, the 
Jewish Trust Corporation, and the Jewish 
Agency lt has brought back also a 
number of former German lawyers who 
were in England or in Israel, and who 
have offices in both countries; and a 
certain number of the claimants thiem- 
selves who returned to Germany to 
pursue their suit 

One of the causes for the remnant of 
the D.P.s dallying about their emigta- 
tion is that they wish first to obtain com- 
pensation for their internment in the con. 
centration camps, which the law already 
provides in the American Zone, and 
which, it is hoped, will eventually be 
provided by a law in the British Zone. 


Cultural and Spiritual life is sadly 
limited, intellectual. and. spiritual 
leadership is the great need. To-day in 


the British Zone the head of the Union 
of Communities is Dr. Norbert Woll- 
heim. who has held that position for five 
vears and has rendered yeoman service; 
but he. too. has resolved to emigrate, 
and when he goes it will be hard to 
find a successor.

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LIBERALS AND | 
DEPUTIES 


THE members of the Board of Deputies 
who in such large numbers assembled on 
Sunday morning. must have been dis- 
appointed if they had been drawn by the 
expectation of a fight to the finish, with all 
the gladiatorial display which accompanies 
such entertainments, over the return to the 
Board of the Liberal Synagogue. The matter 
has created such great interest not because 
of the intrinsic merits of the dispute—which, 
from the strict interpretation of the Board's 
constitution, should never have been a 
dispute at, all—but because of the extrinsic 
factors imported into it on ™ religious” 
grounds. Sunday was still not “ D-Day,” 
and if all goes well the fight should 
be called off before the last round. 
Dr. Conen, the President, was able to 
inform the Board that a new formula had 
been evolved by a deputy, Mr. ALBERT 
SFGAL, and accepted by the Executive Com- 
mittee, to meet the requirement of the 
Liberals that reflections on their character as 
a religious congregation be dispelled. Profit- 
ing by experience, Dr. COHEN and Mr. SEGAI 
had secured the Cuier written assent 
to the terms of the new formula. There has 
been no opportunity yet of discussing the 
matter further with the Liberals or of sub- 
mitting the formula to them, owing to the 
absence from London of their leaders. 
Thus, though Colonel GLUCKSTEIN: and his 
colleagues, after many weary months of 
negotiation, may have considered the matter 
disposed of by the previous Board meeting's 
rude reception of their agreement.with Dr. 
CoueEN and his colleagues, and felt inclined 
to resent suggestions of compromise now 
dispensed from outside, they will find the 
onus for decision passed back to them. 


Fhe community:-as a whole, inctuding the 
great majority of its members who support 
Orthodox Judaism, would. heartily rejoice 
at the ending of this controversy. But what- 
ever the efleet on the Board’s reputation and 
authority, its mmpact on men’s lives is not 
so pronounced as to make tts prolongation 
4 matter of personal hardship to anybody. 
Hence, the attempts of a small but 
vociferous group of Orthodox extremists, 
encouraged, one suspects somewhat 
cynically, by. far-from-Orthodox. elements 
Wentifiable with a particular Zionist group, 
to stir up an atmosphere of violent crisis, 
have worn an air of unreality. Hence also 
the absence of any surge of public opinion 
in favour of the Liberal Synagogue, what- 
ever be the current of feeling beneath the 
surface. 

The new formula has not yet been pub- 
lished, and we cannot therefore comment 
on its adequacy. We trust, however, that 
the Liberals will look to its substance and 
intention and not to the circumstances in 
which it has become necessary to evolve it. 
Those who framed it Knew well the safe- 
guard which the Liberals were seeking, and 
it is to be expected that Dr. CoHENn has not 
given his endorsement to something which, 
however the words are reshuffled, fails to 
meet a point which he himself regards as 
just. It should be remembered that in view 
of the prevailing low level of statesmanship 
in our community, no less than in others, the 
process of face-saving has assumed greater 
importance. From a partisan point of view, 
the Liberals may wish to do other things 
than help to save the faces of those who 
have held up the ratification of their agree- 
ment with the Board. But a higher interest 
—the unity and progress of Anglo-Jewry— 

is involved ; and for that, participation in a 
little face-saving by everyone should not be 
too big a sacrifice to ask. 


HUNGARIAN EVICTIONS 


IT is with feelings of grave disquiet that we 
learn of the new hardships inflicted upon Jews 
in Hungary. Even fromthe moderately worded 
report we publish on page |, it is evident that 
large numbers of Jews are being forcibly 
deported from their homes and the cities in 
which they have dwelt for generations and, 
under police orders and the threat of im- 
prisonment, driven into distant villages and 
small towns, there to live in crowded and 
primitive conditions. Exact figures of the 
number of Jews who have already thus been 
expelled are not available. While the report 
from Budapest speaks of several hundred 
families, reports from other sources estimate 
that between 30,000 and 40,000 Jews have 
actually been expelled. And not all of them, 
it appears, are permitted to go and live un- 
molested in the country. According to private 
messages received in London, a considerable 
number may find themselves in labour or 
concentration camps, several of which are 
said to have been built at Szolnok, a railway 
junction some 60 miles from the capital. 


Three categories of people, of whom a 
large proportion are Jews, are affected by the 
deportation orders: all former business men 
and dispossessed industrialists ;. former 
officers of the Austro-Hungarian army and 
civil servants ; and certain members of the 
free professions, such as artists, writers, 
lawyers, and doctors not supporting the Com- 
munist régime. To add insult to injury, they 
are all classed as “ undesirables ” or “ ineffi- 
cient.” For. centuries Jews, by their’ brains, 
enterprise, and skill, have helped. to build 
Hungarian cities and industries. The Com- 
munist régime, when it came to power a few 
years ago, deprived them of their traditional 
sources of livelihood and many of them also 
of ‘their factories and estates. To-day, at a 
moment's notice—a-’ process reminiscent of 
Nazi days—it robs them of thei homes, 
driving them away without redress. In their 
distress, they are seeking to escape to Israel, 
but even this refuge is denied to many of 
them,.as the Hungarian Government, in line 
with the latest Communist policy, has created 
innumerable hindrances in the way of free 
emigration to Israel. To the thousands of 
Hungarian Jews now subjected to this new 
measure of persecution, this is a shattering 
blow, and one, unfortunately, which we, 
divided from them by the Iron Curtain, are 
unable to lighten. 


ABADAN AND HAIFA 


One. of the. effects of the troubles 
in *Persia has been to throw into promi- 
nence once more the possibilities of Haifa 
as an oil-refining centre. If Abadans 
Output is lost to the Western world even for 
a short period, the 3,000,000 additional tons 
of oi! which Haifa could produce will sud- 
denly become more important, This, how- 
ever, is bound up with the attitude of Iraq 
and Egypt towards Israel and Britain, not to 
mention the U.S.A. The Haifa refineries are 
not working, except to about a quarter of 
their capacity on Venezuelan oil, because of 
the continued intransigence both of Iraq, 
which refuses to reopen the pipeline, and of 
Egypt, which maintains the illegal blockade 
of ships using the Suez Canal to take goods, 
including crude oil, to Israel. Far more than 
oil is, of Course, at stake. There is the whole 
question of Middle East defence. Egyptian 
policy has been consciously directed against 
Britain for a long time, and it is not difficult 
to descry signs of it even in the manceuvres 
of AZZAM PASHA, the Egyptian Secretary- 
General of the Arab League, during his 
present visit to Ankara, in Turkey. There is 
a strong feeling in this country now, especially 
in the light of the Persian crisis, that past 
appeasement of the Arab countries is showing 
dangerous results, and the latest exchanges 
in the House of Commons, especially over 
the Suez Canal, have brought this feeling into 
the open. From these exchanges it is clear 
that the Conservative Party, in spite of its 
back-bench dissentients, is now committed to 
a policy of forcing Egypt to reopen the Canal 


‘to traffic with Israel, although the Govern- 


ment ts still far from. having accepted the 
view prevalent on the Opposition side, The 
Government's attitude is to a considerable 
degree determined by Mr. Morrison's belief 
in the power of diplomacy, and he is 
obviously wishful of bringing about a peace- 
ful settlement in the Middle East. Some 
stand, however, will, it seems, have to be 
made over the transit of oil-tankers through 
the Suez Canal, and there are signs that 


pressure in this regard is beginning to mount 
up from the U.S.A. and other quarters, If 
Egypt yields on this, Iraq and Jordan can also 
afford to do so with good grace, and Haita 
can work at full pressure. Though it should 
perhaps be added that if Persia is successful 
in driving the Anglo-lranian Oil Company 
out of Abadan, the time may not be far 
distant when Iraq will try the same game! 


PROFESSOR GOODHART 


THe Jewish community is entitled to take 
legitimate pride in the decision of the 
Fellows of University College, Oxford, to 
elect to the Mastership Professor A. L. 
Goopuart, K.B.E., K.-C. Many rare dis- 
tinctions attach to. the name and career of 
the Master-elect. He was born in New York 
in 1891, the son of the late Puutp J. 
Goopuart and Harrier Leman, and still 
retains his American citizenship. The 
honorary K.B.E. was conferred on him “ in 
recognition of outstanding services in the 
common interests of our two countries,” and 
he is also one of the few Americans to 
become a K.C, Educated at the Universities 
of Yale and Cambridge, he was University 
Lecturer in Law at Cambridge before his 
appointment, in 1931, as Professor of Juris- 
prudence at Oxford. His personal career, 
therefore, well matches his world-wide repu- 
tation as an international. lawyer. It finely 
accords with Jewish ideals and traditions 
that this distinguished Jew should thus 
devote his life to promoting the principles 
of peace and justice between the nations. 
Moreover, he has always eagerly placed his 
gifts and services at the disposal of the 
Jewish people. In 1919 he was Counsel to 
the American Mission which went to Poland 
after the anti-Jewish excessés there, and he 
afterwards published a book on his findings. 
(It may be recalled that the British Govern- 
ment: also appormted a Cemmiussion at that 
time, which was headed by the late Sir 
STUART SAMUEL, an elder brother of Viscount 
SAMUEL, and President then of the Board of 
Deputies.) Among Professor GOoDHART'S 
notable works is “ Five Jewish Lawyers of 
the Common Law ” (a reprint of the Lucien 
Wolf Memorial Lecture delivered before the 
Jewish Historical Society in 1947), which 
gives a fine exposition of the splendid Jewish 
contribution to Anglo-American. law. To the 
literary columns of this paper Professor 
GsOODHART 1S a Valued contributor, and his 
latest book review appears on this page. 
Honour is reflected both on him and his 
coreligionists by the appointment of this dis- 
tinguished Jew as head of a famous Oxford 
College. And not the least factor in 
enhancing the communal pride is the proba- 
bility that this is the first time in the Univer- 
sitys history that a professing Jew has 
become head of a College. 


ART FOR ISRAEL 

. Some three years ago, the Friends of the 
Tel Aviv Museum of Art was founded in 
this country. Its admirable purpose is to 
provide the new State of Israel with all 
possible additions of beauty. and. culture. 
The activities of this organisation are not 
limited to the city of Tel Aviv, but it 
endeavours to help every town and city in 
Israel which has art collections. Through 
the agency of the Friends, a number of 
works of art have already been sent out to 
Israel, and fruitful possibilities exist for the 
development of cultural 
between the two countries to their mutual 
advantage. At the end of last year-a 
gathering was held at the House of Com- 
mons, when the importance of this work 
was described by several distinguished 
speakers, including Sir PHitip HeEnpy, 
Director of the National Gallery, and Lord 
FARINGDON, a trustee of the Wallace Collec- 
tion. As reported elsewhere in this issue, 
the Friends have just had an exhibition in 
London of their latest acquisitions for Tel 
Aviv. Through the generosity of a few 
persons, some very acceptable gifts will now 
be dispatched to Israel. In declaring this 
exhibition open, however, Lord FAarRInGpon 
expressed his disappointment that such a 
small number had responded to his previous 
appeal to enrol in the ranks of the Friends. 
His disappointment is justified: it is no use 
people professing their interest in culture 
and its advancement if they are not prepared 
to do something about it. This is a cause 
which deserves to receive the active support 
of many more well-wishers in this country.

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HUMAN RIGHTS 


International Law and Human Rights. By 
H. Laurerpacutr. Stevens. £2 10s.

The Charter of the United Nations has both 
encouraged and discouraged the advocates of a 
universal, enforceable Bill of Rights. It has 
encouraged them because the Charter reaffirms 
“faith in fundamental human rights, in the 
dignity and worth of the human person, and 
states as one of its purposes the promotion 
and encouragement of “respect for human 
rights and for fundamental freedoms for all 
without distinction as to race, sex, language, 

religion. 
ag of this object Article 68 provides 
that the Economic and Social Council shall set up 
a commission for the promotion of human rights, 
and this has been duly done. That. commission, 
under the chairmanship of Mrs. Franklin D. Roose- 
velit, prepared a Universal Declaration of Human 
Righis which was proclaimed by the General 
Assembly of the United Nations in December, 1948. 
This Declaration. as its name signifies, is now @ 
convention binding the States to give: effect to 
fundamental human rights, but is a foundation on 
which the proposed Bill of Rights of Man can be 
built. The Commission is now working on the 
preparation of such a Bill. 


Interpreting the Charter 


Against these obviously encouraging elements 
must be placed the fact that Article 2, s. 7, of the 
Charter provides that “ nothing contained im the 
present Charter shall authorise the United Nations 
to intervene in matters which are essentially within 
the domestic jurisdiction of any State or shall 
require the Members to submit such matters to 
settlement under the present Chartier.” it Ras been 
argued that this provision will prevent the United 
Nations from taking any practical steps to enforce 
the rights of individuals, as these involve questions 
of domestic jurisdiction, and that any Declaration 
on the subject must remain purely theorencal,

the Law of Nature and the Rights of Man he

ments to show that the clause concerning domestic 
jurisdiction cannot be interpreted so as to stultify 
action on the part of the United Nations 
Perhaps the most interesting part of the book ts 
found in the chapter in which the author states the 
principles which he considers ought to be included 
in a Bill of Rights. Some readers mav feel that 
the provisions in regard to the economic. potliucal, 
and socia! rights of the individual would be difficuls 


to. imp'’emem in practice, and that they are hardly 
practical politics at the present time. The most 
important. sections are those dediing with — the 


enforcement of the Rights. but it would no: be fair 
attempt to summarise them a few words.

“the mos precious and essential pari of. my 
education.” But Ruskin lived in the ieisured time 
of Queen Victoria As for our hurried and 
harassed Proverbs quickly quenches our 
interest by us tack of arrangemeni, iis plentiful 
truisms. and the prudential motives which many 
of its maxims commend. To discover how fasci- 
nating and useful are these ancient Sayings of the 
Wise, there is need of exactly what Dr. Greenstone 
provides--in his brief introduction concerning the 
structure of the book and the aims and methods of 
the Wisdom teachers, and in his notes, which are a 
mode! of good judgment. 

Proverbs was not meant to be read at a 
sitting" Hast thou found honey? Eat so much as 
is sufficient for thee.” And the Wise Men were not 
issuing indisputable precepts, but providing abun- 
dant material for fively discussion. | Neither. they 
nor their pupils were dumb! Moreover. the later 
or latest of the compilers. subtly interwove the 
claim that our human differentiation of right and 
wrong has more than practical consequences; is 
an ullimate and heartening fact. They gave this 
belief supreme expression in ihe wonderful passage 
(viii: 12-31) on the relation of Wisdom to God. 
Surely this was intended as a key-thought to be 
held in mind in discussing the merits and demerits, 
of all the Sayings. 

One wishes Dr. Greenstone/had: allowed his 
learnigg Wreater space in dealing with this central 
matiof. liso, that he had more fully and forcibly 

th¢ deep differences between Hebrew and 
Greek thought in regard to such vital terms as 
Knowledge, Wisdom, Word of God. Many 
Christian theologians did not, and still do not, 
realise how far-reaching were the consequences 
when the altempt was made to render Hebrew 
concepts in the Greek language. 

Dr. Greenstone’s style is delightfully clear, His 
book is written “for the average student and 
uninitiated layman,” but with propriety it might 
he addressed to whomsoever be wise.

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THE OTHER SIDE OF THE WALL 


By a Special Correspondent lately returned from the Middle East 


CURIOUS and somewhat 
depressing feature of modern 
Jerusalem is that as you climb 

Mount Zion to visit the traditional 
Tomb of David or walk along King 
George Avenue or sit on the terrace 
of the leading hotel, you gaze straight 
at the massive grey walls of the Old 
City which the Israelis may not pene- 
trate. The sense of frustration at not 
being allowed to cross the frontier is 
accentuated by a natural fascination 
to know what is going on behind that 
formidable barrier. The visitor to 
Israel invariably has curiosity 
whetted by being taken to a number 
of vantage points from which he can 
get a peep at the Arab life across 
the frontier, but I was fortunate to 
be among the very few Jews who have 


act of putting your watch back an 
hour is not without its deeper signifi- 
cance. In Jewish Jerusalem to-day 
there are no Arabs, its civilisation is 
Western, all is bustle and activity. In 
Arab Jerusalem there are (even more 
literally) no Jews, it is a part of the 
Middle East, and the city outside the 
walls is quiet, calm, and almost mori- 
ound. The spire of St. George's 
Cathedral looks out over the valley to 
the tower of the Y.M.C.A. in Jewish 
Jerusalem. Only Christians pass with 
comparative ease through the Mandel- 
baum Gate, forming a:link in the 
Holy City between Jews and Mos- 
lems. In this, too, there may (or may 
not) be some significance .and a chal- 
lenge as well.

received permission to cross into the 
Hashemite Kingdom of Jordan.

vards to the Jordan frontier post 
manned by Arab Legion police, satis- 
fied the authorities, and went on. 
There is probably no place in the 
world where the contrast between the 
iwo sides of a frontier (which more- 
over has no natural feature to mark 
it) is’ more striking. The difference 
could not be more complete. Across 
those fifty yards you move from one 
civilisation into another, where there 
is nothing in common except the road 
which connects the two.

bank will be readily accepted (even 
at a small premium) by any shop- 
keeper or money-changer. 

The contrast between Israel and 
Jordan’ in the economic sphere is 
striking even on a superficial view. 
In Israel there is grave danger of a 
galloping inflation which 1s held in 
check only by financial assistance on 
a vast scale from abroad, principally 
from the United States. Prices are 
high and wages have reached a level 
far beyond the point of reason. In 
Jordan, it is only the British Govern- 
ment’s financial help which keeps the 
country going at all. Wages and prices 
are low and exports almost ni. In 
Israel there is a tremendous invest- 
ment in jcapital undertakings. Every- 
where new agricultural and industrial 
enterprises are being created. Very 
little of this is to be seen in the 
Hashemite Kingdom, where, except in 
the capital, Amman, which ts expert- 
encing a building boom, there are 
very few signs of development. The 
capital, however, seems to be imitat- 
ing Tel Aviv in the speed at which it 
is growing, though it is Government 
offices and fine private houses which

stimulate the boom, while refugees 
find what shelter they can (despite the 
efforts of the Director of Antiquities 
to dislodge them) in the Roman 
amphitheatre opposite the smart hotel 
where Cabinet Ministers enjoy their 
nightly games of cards. 
Overshadowing all! else in Jordan is 
this refugee problem which impinges 


itself at every turn. Jordan's indi- 
genous population is about half a 
million, the refugees who have 


entered the country since May. 1948. 
number some 400,000. so that the 
problem of how to dispose of them is 
not a simple one. Roughly there are 
three schools of thought on the sub- 
ject. There are those who say they 
should return to their country of 
origin, i.e.. Israel, and who profess 
that Israel should be forced to take 
them back. There are those who are 
prepared to settle them constructively 
in Jordan but claim,: justifiably, that 
the country is economically incapable 
of finding the capital required for 
such a vast undertaking. And lastly 
there are those, like the Prime 
Minister. Samir Pasha Rifai, who are 
prepared to follow’ the policy 
adopted by the Arab League in Feb- 
ruary, which in very guarded language 
recommended that the refugees should 
be resettled, but without prejudice to 
their fundamental rights. 


A Brave Project 


Whatever solution is ultimately 
found (and it is no part of the present 
article to discuss that problem). ‘it is 
clear that the presence of these people

RECLAIMING THE 
HULA 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisn CHronicte 


would appear from the agree. 
ment referred to by Mr. Kocnigsberger 
(to which I have had access recently) thar 
the two Syrian Arabs who acquired ihe 
Hula concession in 1914 did not. as Mr. 
Koemgsberger contends, “pay not a 
penny ~ for it; there ts mention of a sum 
of £1,000, but this was evidently pard as a 
guaranice of good faah that the drainage 
would be carried out, and not as pay- 
ment for the concession. 

However, « ts doubtful whether that is 
the end of the matter, seeing that the 
sum of £5,000 (as payment for the con. 
cession by the two Arabs) keeps cropping 
up in accoums of the Hula concession 
and is memioned by no less an authority 
than Mr. Joseph Wenz. of the Keren 
Kayemei, in an essay (written last year) 
on the Hula, and also by Mr. Y. 
Rosenkranz, in a detailed report on the 
concession, in which he writes § as 
follows: 

“In 1914, when the Turkeh Goverament 
granted the first concession w Omar Beyhum 
and Michel Sursock, £5,000 were paid for the 
right to drain the lake and the swamp i“ 

1 have since discussed this Question 
with Mr. Rosenkranz and he infofmed 
me not on'y that bis report was based 
on material obtained at the ume (1946) 
from the Palestine Land Developmen 
Co.. but that his report was read and 
confirmed by the late Dr. Jacoh Thon. 
then Managing Director of the P.L.DC., 
and an authority on all matters con- 
nected with the Hula concession. lt 
would be intcresting then to know the 
source of this “ error.” 

So far as the size of the Lake Hula 
is concerned. I'm afraid that in abridging 
my article you allowed a misprint to 
appear givine the impression that I had 
described the lake as beme  near'y 
200.000 acres in ewternt. The “acres 
referred to the Hula Valley and not to 
the lake 

The lake itsef its about 13.000 dunams 
in extemt. and the marshes cover some 
17.000 dunams: in addétion. there are 
some 30,000 dunanis of land in. the 
vicinuy which cannot be farmed at 
present because of the neh leve! of the 
underground water. These figures differ 
sigmiy from those. given by Mr 
Koenigshberger. They are based on the 
most recent survey, whereas his are based 
on the survey carried out by Messrs 
Rende!. Palmer. and Tritton in 1934 
which (it has since been discovered) w is 
based on inadequate data and an inexact 
topographical map.

The Second Chamber of the Dutch 
Parliament has recently passed a Bill 
which ts now belore the First Chamber 


of Parliament After the enactment of 
that Bill, which ws to be expected within 
the next few weeks, probably before the 
end of the month, the Dutch Office of 
the Custodian of Enemy Property (Her 
Nederlandse Beheersinstituut) will no 
longer be competent to grant the so-called 
non-cnemy certificates unless the applica- 
thon for these certificates was filed before 
the date of enactment. This means that an 
apphcant who hus neglected to file his 
applicauion before the enactment could 
not appeal to the Department of Juris- 
diction ofthe Raad voor het Rechtsherstc! 
winch he could previously do in the case 
of a negative decision by the Office of the 
Custodian. 

Therefore, all persons belonging to the 
category mentioned above are urgerily 
advised to file or have filed on their 
behalf without delay an application for 
a non-enemy certificate. 

in order to prevent misunderstanding 
it ws specially emphasised that according 
to Dutch law the following are regarded 
as “ enemy subjects ": those who were of 
caemy nationality after May 10, 1940, but 
have since acquired Allied or “ neutral” 
ciuzenship by naturalisation or marriage - 
or who were deprived of their nationaiiiy 
after May 10, 1940: or by virtue of the 
Reichsburgergesetz"’ of November 25, 
1941. and became Stateless. Only the 
Status as on May 10, 1940, is decisive.

Sin." Green Flag commits the mis- 
take, so often commitied by the layman, 
of arguing from a false premise, thus 
making certain facts inexplicable and 
thereupon emerging triumphantly as the 
“enlightened thinker™ with the law 
conveniently shelved away as “ over- 
zealous and silly.” 

We do not observe two days Yomtov 
“in order to be absolutcly certain that our 
own time of observance covers the cxact 

observed in Eretz Yisrael.” .The 
institution of the second day of Yomtov 
refers to the time when the New Moon 
was proclaimed in Jerusalem through 
witnesses, and the Gola consequent! 
could not be sure whether the thinieth 
day or the thirty-first day of the month 
was Rosh Chodesh, thus casting a doubt 
on every day in the month, and therefore 
every Fesiival was observed for two days. 
The question therefore of being behind 
or ahead of Isracli time is immaterial. 

As to why we do not observe two days 
Yom Kippur, this is because “ Her ways 
(the Torah’s) are wavs of pleasantness ~ 
and we are not asked to do the impos- 
sible. (Orach Chayim, 624,. Remoh.) 

The question why in view of 
certainty of modern chronological calcu- 
lations, we still keep it, was asked and 
answered 1.500 years ago. (Babli Bezah. 
4b.) The fixing of the Jewish calendar 
is not dependent only on chronological 
considerations, but ts governed by many 
religious rules as well, and it is quite 
conceivable that these laws might be 
temporarily forgotten. Indeed, how many 
people know them to-day” 7 

Finally, far be it from me to discourage 
questions on Jewish law, which Judaism, 
as the Seder cercmony testifies. invites. 
but we prefer the Chacham,. One should 
not ask why the second day is observed 


the - 


and at the same time not keep it. If 
“ Green Flag” had not returned home 
on the second day (as he ought not to 
have done, being resident in Chur:

HEBREW TEACHERS’ SALARIES 


May I as just an ordinary person

BRITISH & GERMAN 
BOXERS 


Opposition to Proposed 
Title Fights 
From a Special Correspondent 


The controversy raging in profes- 
sional boxing circles here on the ques- 
tion of German boxers meeting British 
champions at the time has 
come to a head with the demand by 
the European Boxing Union to the 
British Boxing Board of Control, that 
the British and European champions, 
Jack Gardner (heavyweight) and Don 
Cockell (cruiserweight), shall defend 
their European titles against the Ger- 
mans, Hein Ten Hoff and Conny Rux. 

In the event of the Brittssh boxers 
refusing to meet the Germans there 1s 
every likelihood that they will be 
deprived of their European wtles by the 
European Boxing Union (which admitted 
Germany two months ago. being one of 
the last Sports organisations to do 50). 

Mr. John Simpson. manager of the 
title-ho'ders. told me: “I would not 
have anything to do with the Germans, 
as | have not forgotten what they did 
to us.” But he added that as 4 manager 
with duties to his charges to obtain the 
best terms and conditions available. he 
would be compelled in their inicrests, if 
a substantial sum were offered, to pul 
the proposition before them. 

His attitude is in striking contram to 
that of some Jewish managers who, a 
few weeks ago. took a team of British 
boxers to fight in Germany.

Robert Casadesus played the solo part 
in two greatly contrasted works at the 
Festival Hall on Monday evening. With

Parliament than there were in the old. 
M. Jules Moch. the Minister of War. has 
been re-clected. and so has M. René 
Maver. the Minister of Justice, who is 
believed to be one of the candidates for 
the Premiership. 

M. Danic! Mayer. the Socialist leader, 
and M. M. Kriegel-Valrimont, a Com- 
munist stalwart, were re-elected. But M. 
Freyfus-Schmidt, a Progressive and a 
leader of the World Jewish Congress, is 
out Mile Madeleine Braun, a_ high- 
ranking Communist. did not stand for 
re-clection. And M. A. Moscovitch, the 
de Gaullists’ Jewish candidate the 
“ Placitze.’ failed lo win a seat 

M Isorni, Pétain’s neo-fascist 
lawyer, who polled 25,702 votes, is in. 
And Pétain himself. still the rallying-point 


of all French neo-Nazis, has won a 
ratuitous clection prize—-by order of 
President Auriol he has been liberated 
from prison for transfer to a nursing 
home. 

Most Jews here are highly satisfied — 
the rest simply feel rclieved—at the out- 
come of the elections. Though the politi- 
cal centre of gravity has shifted to the 
Right, the Parliamentary régime itsell, 
which appeared in danger, has survived 
it is not inconceivable that certain 
circumstances the large group of so-called 
Independent Deputies, who hold the 
balance of power in the new Assembly. 
might desert the coalition of moderates 
to make common cause with the author- 
tarian de Gaullisis. But at present that 
is a remote threat. With the majority of 
the French people. French Jewry rejoice 
that Parliamentary liberalism has won the 
day.
